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A Duel on the T igtit Rope. 

The tnslo for vope-iiniu'Iii,', ^vllic!l the 
celebraleil Mail. Violaiiiu buiiii,'lit int.j tash- 
ioti in tho early imrl of lii>t fciilnry, 
rttjiui.sheil iiciwhcre so much and so Inn;; ii.-; 
in Dublin, \ylioic llio ngilo lady e.slablisliuil 
ImrsolF, and opened a theatre, llio attractions 
of which fur a lime superseded every other 
place of nmiisernonl. MaJame ^'iolarul• 
was the Bloiulin of her ilay, but tnorn nf iui 
ai lisl. aiul lo.'ii u( an acrutial. iShi.- !r(M;i!il 
the pubiii! to .scenic cllecls llioy had iiuyer 
witnessed before ; she trained some iiniable 
aotraases — among whom was Peg Woiiin;;- 
loii — and curried ropo-dancini; to so hiyh a 
pilch, that the &eau monde or Dublin talkcil 
of, and atlcnded lo, nothiiiy l-I.^^o for aoino 
years. Lou;; nfler lit!: day of lii;r maria;;u- 
ment had youu i)y, and her theatre ji.is.sed 
into other haml.s and u.-c.-^, (it i.s .--aid to b.uvo 
became a iMelhodi.-t ctiaptd) the reli.-^h for 
th's species ofiicrfortnaiiee \yasslfony eiiouyh 
in Ihu public minds to produce ii kind oi 
civil \yai- ifgarding the merits of two livnl 
tO|io-danucts, who hail o^lablishetl them- 
aolvea and their lopcs at upposito ends of 
the city. One! asioni hi;d tho natives of the 
then fashioiKible i^iburtics, the olliors arria/.ud 
the dwelloi-.i ul Iho iNow Town, who hail not 
then extended lo .^^e^tion l^tpiaro. Thoy 
had arrived in Dublin on Iho same day, .set 
up their rival canijis, ami ;ieiit forth their 
manifestoes next morning -. and henceforth 
there was iiolliiiii; but i.'o;;toi linn ;ii dinm-r- 
tabli: and tea party, in tavern, in corirr 
house, and billiard itxun, eoueoniinjj; i|ie 
moral, social, and acrobatic worth of Sigiior 
Sarfnioo and Monsieur I'eroto. 

As,tlipir names and litlu.: iuUioalo, the one 
was ati" Italian ami the other a Frenehinan. 
ijarfuiuo was ynui;;;, mnsculBr, and tall for 
a ;;eiitleniiiM u liuse Im, iiie-;-- had to be con- 
ducted on Ihu liuhl-iope. I'e.-ute's n'^c could 
not Ce aHCertaiiied ; hi.s ailver.-iario-; a.sscrtod 
that ths blaekue.-is of liis ihiii hair was nsviiii; 
to dye; ho wa.'ssnia'l, slender, and wind- 
dried, prof'us.sfid to liavo beo-i biouiiht np on 
the rope, and considered it tho yraiidi?-;! and 
nin.st elcvaliflj; of hiitnan pursuits. 8i^';iior 
Saifuieo was jrravt; i-ilcni, and even iii;;inli- 
ed. On the lnMiip he duni'iil the latist 
minuet, carried a liamiHT of ;;lass on hii; 
buck, and balanced liis swoid on hih chin 
with a tactiturn stalelinoss sullicient for a 
cardinal in full canonicals. His Gallic an- 
tagonist talked with ienmarise vohihiliiy 
throughout his petformaneo, ^'enerally in Ins 
own praise asd thut of his srieiiec, as- hi* 
pleased lo call i' ; rolati.'d Ins expci 
delivered his opinions on men and manner.-:, 
and oxohunged repartees with his Dublin 
audience. Signor ii^arfuico assujod the pub- 
lic that ho wa:i the la.st scion of a noble 
Florentine family. Muiisieur I-'erote biia.<i.nl 
liis descent from a lino of rope-dancer.-', and 
took spicial pride in one of his ancestors who 
performed before Henri t^uarie. J'^ach i^eii- 
tliitnan profe-ssed lo know nothing of die 
the other, but their rnutual hatred was said 
to exceed that of ordinary rivals ; thronj^h 
their re.^pBctivo ."satellites a whispor oo/.ud 
out that they had travided and danci;d to- 
gether for years on tlie csiilii.eiil-— that tlii-ir 
quarrels latterly had been t;ueh as to c.-iU for 
police interference-- that, they had separaled 
wilii vows of vengeance on each other ; some 
intention of that kind was supposiHl to in- 
lluence tho Frenchman's niovoments in par- 
tidular, foi- wherever Iho Italian wont, Ihero 
he followed bini, and set up his opposing 
imp. 

< They were both excellent in, or rather oii. 
■'their peculiar linos. As ropes were walked 
or dauced in those du>'s, Dublin had not sei u 
tboir' equals) and they divided tho town be- 
tween Ihcm.' Dbwagcra fonght their battles 
over the cards ; youiii;' lueii (piarrclled in 
coUec-lion.sos, and met ne.\t morning' in the 
Phii;iii.'< i'ark iiboiiL tlieiii ; laiiiily controver- 
sies aroHC— social circles split ami I'ell away - 
])eople altered tlieir wills — oKi Iriendj passtil 
each other without speaking — and cn^aj,'e- 
n)ents,w,erc-brokep oS on acconnl ol Seiguor 
Siirfiiico' iiml .Monsieur ]'crolc. They ;rot 
mi.xed np in politics, as what in Dnblin did 
not? The ]jO|iular ot Irish party were the 
chief supjioftuis ol rciDle ; he huwcil to the 
ciiruici3, and wanted justice for Ireland. The 
high toriea ami IVieiuls ol government, on the 
other hand, lent their slrenyth to riaiTnico ; he- 
Wns a reduced i^enllcniau, and no doiibt ol 
sound pi iiieiiiles. 'I'lie Irish p u ty, bcin,:,' tue 
most iitnneru:i.^, gave I'eiote a con-.iiicralilL' 
liiajurily, and what, was ;;lill more in the 
rrenchmau'a favor, the ladies threw their 
weight into llic scale. In spite of the bctler 
looks and higher pretensions of his rival, I'e- 
rote's abundant conijjliinents and devotion to 
the sc.v carried the day ; the ladies csptjused 
hill cause as ladies only can ; and in tlieir in- 
fluence, great as it is and has bcun in all times 
uuil ])laces, had a jiowcr on the banks of the 
LiDoy iu those days sullicient lo swuinp any 
opposition, .Monsieur rcrotu's funic and cash- 
box wcdt up at a rale wdiich ilhrealcucd o.\'- 
tiucliou to his rival, til! tho Italian's ingeuuity 
found out a mode ui making things more liuiii 
even. Sarfiiico raised his lope. The elevation 
was full twenty feet iibovo anything I*eroie 
had ever alteuiptcd. The bare advertisement 
draw u coiisiderublo house on the first evening 
of .exhibition, and when it went abroad how 



he had carried tho sack, balanced the sword, 
and drnnli a glass of wine to the health of the 
lord-lieuteiumt, I'erole's pojmlarity fell To 
frco^in;:-poiiil. In vain his most /BKlpnisliih^ 

loats wcie put in roipiisition ; he slood on one 
leg to no ])in | ow, danccil tho minuet /.V la 
Ci, 10' with i;o illecl ; riotwilhstaiidhig his bow.-' 
file carnien ran to .see and shnul for his daring 
luitLmmiisi ; and tjipugh liis.compjirajijits rose, 
if possible, lo a higlicr koy,.ibo.lttdio8' deserted 
hiin and his ropo. : . ' v . ) :■•:<■. < 

At this epooh,' it booame: publipj byf-tlieir 
joint advortii-cmont that Sarfiiico and Porote 
had made frieml.s. Why and how, their rno.st 
eonlidential advisers could not declare, but 
it wa-s generally believed that, as became 
his position, I'erolo had made the (ir.st over- 
tures, anti .Sarfnieo, renieinboring former 
days, and not unwilling lo rule over his 
enetny, agreed to let bygones bo bygones, 
rnd receive him inin|ii« '«'>rvi<'<». Thoy were 
hencefurth to act i. and Ihu surmises, 

spconlations and leporls that went through 
l>ubli;i, will n that aniiouneemont was made, 
W'e c nne.xaniiili'd. Would l!ie Italian biing 
d'lwli his rope .' \\'iinld the Freneiiniirn 
elevate his? Would the stage ndirdt of two 
ropes? VVoul 1 there be any thing more than 
the old tricks? Heavy bets Acre taken on 
those important cplostions, ami a full hour 
before its iloors were opened, a crowd that 
niii'lit have lilleil a building twice the size, 
had collected in front of t<aiiuico's thi-alio. 
Ti.e liiMling in and getting places was a eon- 
siderafiie busines.n ; ami when no more seats 
Could be found for the ladies, and no mure 
Stan ling-riiom for the gentlemen, Ihecnrtain 
lo-e. Tlien what a surj)rise for the eayor 
lace- -vV hat a disappointment of shrewd 
Conjectures — \rhat a losing of heavy bets 
apjiiMred, Im tlierp was Sarfnico's rope 
alone, at its highest elevation, and there 
w--;re the rivals both U|ioii it. The llaliun 
looked more than usually ^rave and grand ; 
the Frenchman determined and ur,ninehiii;r, 
as if his coinage had been screwed np for 
some desperate piirpo.«e. The one bowed 
Solemnly to the bo.ves, the other to the wlndo 
house, luit it was carelessly done, and Pa- 
role's hand was not even laid on his heart 
wlien he turned to the Indies. 

A.s .^nr.ii as the house recovered from its 
ania/ement, it rnatic Ihe roof ling and the 
rone tremble, not to .spicak of those who 
sto-.id on it, wiiii iliiinder.s of applause. .Sar- 
iiiie.i's theatre, it must be premised, had 
been an ancient windmill of more lhan cotii- 
mon height^ which allowed room for his 
pic.sent elevation, and tliete lie and his 
former rival .stood some forty feet al'ove llie 
•stage. .N'.ost people e.x|ii'cle 1 the l''ieiieh- 
rnan I" fall, but ho did not. The Italian had 
evidi'iiily no nolion of the lik'! ; ho received 
the ovation as lii ; duo ; and ttio litto dark 
man who a -ti-d as his crier — by ihe way, ho 
Called him iMan lesli; — came forward and 
atinouneeil that the ladles and geiitlomeii 
Were that evening to witness a pcrforinaiico 
never before exhibited on anv sla_;^e ; it was 
called the D.ince ol Friendship, invented by 
Monsieur rerote, and iuitnensoly iinptovcil 
by .'jignor Barfuieo 

The two on tho ropo immediately began lo 
put Ihem.sclve.s in dancing position ; thfv were 
both in ihc full drcs.s of the period, with lace 
nillles, bag wigs, and i^wovds. The eyes ol 
tlio wh.dc liou e were li.\ed on tlieni. .'signor 
Sarliiico was still grand, but in beginning the 
dance ol friendship, he seeiiieil to have some 
dilVicully with his feet. I'erolo hud perceived 
this, and made some remark, which nobody 
else could hear ; but it aroused the Italian'.i 
linger. 1 le raised Ids hand as if to .-Irike himj 
the .=anie iiisiaiit, I'rrole's i .ipier was drawn, 
and belorc the iiiiilience coiihl coinpreheiid 
that thiy had actually (piairelled, HarUiieo's 
hanger was out also, and they ihuisling at 
each other on the tight rojie. A pin might 
have been heard falling in Ihc crowded hou.se, 
where everybody .sat still in his jilacc gazing 
Up at the two lighting in the aii-. llnw they 
kept their footing, the genius nl iniseliii.'f only 
knows. The concentrated hatieil and malice 
of their faces were fearful lo see up there in 
the flickering laiii|ilight. i'ass after puss, 
lunije af'ier lunge, they made at each other with 
the rapidity of lightening. JJotli wore good 
s'.vord^lncn, but rcrolc was the best of the 
two ; he warded oli'tlie Italian's llini-ls with 
his small rapier, and positively seemeil more 
eertaiii of his footing than before the (icarrel 
began ; till Sarl'uici), inukin^ one desperate 
lunge, received a back stroke which threw him 
oil his balance, and at the same inoinent at- 
tempted to grajjph) ".villi his enemy. Down he 
Went, and down went I'eiotc. -V cry of hor- 
ror rose Iroin the .spectators; but some power 
had interfered in their behalf, for there was 
the llaliiin hanging to the rope by hii leet.iind 
the I'reiieliiiian holding on to il with both his 
hands. ■• Look, ladies and gentlenieii," he cried 
with a face of triuiniili sullicient lor having 
savcil Chrisleiidoiii, " behold how I have pei- 
illed my li.'e, and, still more, my fame, to un- 
iiiask deceit and \ in(licale science ! Look nl 
the straps iitlaelied to his .shoe-soles, and 
pii.s.scd over tho ropo j there is how he made 
liiinself safe, and dared to surpass nic, whose 
life wns spent on the rope, whose gieal-grund- 
father jierformcd before Henri (^uatre. I 

giie.->ed it I knew it through the inspiration 

of my .science, and ! die hapjiy, since the vil- 
lain is uiinuisked.'' 

Moii.-ienr I'erole did not dielia])py or othcr- 
ttisi' on that occasion. JSefore his (nirting 
speech was done, the spectators had recovered 
tlieir iienses sulliciciilly to give the alarm, and 
iu.->li to the uscue with ladders, fire escapes 
and feather beds to be fallen upon, lie was 
got t alcly down ; so with iSarfuico, though it 
proved a more dillicuU business, and 'ho doc- 
tors could never understand why lie did not 
die of apoplexy. From that evening, however, 
his glory had deparled- a fact ol which the 
last scion of the noble h'l orent ine family wan 
so si'ii'-!ti\'e, that he departed also wiiliout the 
siiiind of Iriinipet, and lo the great regret of 
several tradesmen. His now siiccl'ssIuI rival 
made a longer slay aud a good deal of noise 
about the unmasking; but the whole scene 
eiiii'd the nublin world ol fashion of its fancy 
loi' -ui.-li perfoiinaiie.-s. One kiiov,';) not what 
liloiulin may cH'cct, but the like has never been 
liniiiilar among the play goers of the royal city 
since they happened to witness the duel on the 
light rope.

Settlement of Comax Country. 

■\Vc have repeatedly urged tho necessity 
and expediency of promotin;^ tlio speedy 
settlement of our agrieultui-al lauds. Every 
day only adds to our belief in tho grout 
benefit to be derived from suoh a course. 
The people of this colony must not suffer 
men to- leave it through ignoranpe ,ofut8 re- 
sources atid of ilie many advantages that 
present theinaelvos to him whu is content 
with making himself a comfortable and in- 
dependent home. We often hear of slrangor.s 
going away with tho idea that tlie whole 
island is covered with rock ; that scarcely a 
piece of land can be found suitable for farm- 
ing purposes. There was never a mure mis- 
taken notion. Tho Coinage District spoken 
of ill the account wo publi.-ii in another 
coluuin is alone more than sulhciently largo 
to give every man in tho Colony a farm. 
It will be time enough to complain ol 
soaroity "of agriculturul land when those 
above-mentioned are taken up. To any 
man of limited means desiruu:j of .soltling 
down on a farm, there never was an 
opportunity prosenling moro advantages than 
tho present facilities for .sclllcrncnt in oiu- 
northern districts now aliord. With a soil 
of the rery richest character, covered with 
clumps of the finest timber, alternately with 
luxuriant praries well watered, teeming wiih 
game, its extreme distance less than 18 hours 
Hieam to Vieloria, and but a short trip from 
Bute Inlet, on tlio British Columbia coa.-it, 
wo cannot imagine a more I'avorablo location 
for one who is at nil willing to settle in a 
new cotintrjr for agricultural piirpoaes. In a 
very short time a hundred acres could be 
fenced, a house erected, a portion of the soil 
prepared and sown, a snjall orchard planted, 
and, in fact, u substantial eonnnencement 
of farming lite made.

And with the value of counliy 
property steadily iocrcasing, wo doubt very 
much if land can bo bought two ycar.s hcnu' 
in what arc now new settlements for nuicli 
le.ss than ij! 10 jier iuto. 'I'liosc who can by 
any possibility niuke out to do it, need not 
fear that tliey w ill in,\la^ a lal,~c ste[) it' lln-y 
join those who are now bt\i;iiuiiiii; to oeeujiy 
tho now lands. Every lacility ought to be 
afforded the settlers to enable tbom to accom- 
plish the object for which they are setting 
out. We understand a trail is being opened 
on from Xanaimo to Courtenay liivei-, and 
thoDoe on to the interior. This is the proper 
course to take iu tho bcgiiniing, but it must 
not be sutfered to remain a mcro trail. Let 
there be an uninterrupted wagon road com- 
manication with the city of Victoria. The in- 
creosed taxable value ol property consequent 
tbereOQ would soon pay for it.
